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Bomb defused in Frankfurt press 

FRANKHJRT, May 8 (R)-- Police today defused a home-made 
time bomb found outside a Turkish printing plant where the 
London Times vainly tried to print an overseas edition 10 days 
ago.Theshrapnel-rype bomb, consisting of 5 00 grammes of explo- 
sive and granite chips, was deposited in a plastic bag at the- 
entrance to the Ter printing works in Zeppeltnheim. The bomb 
was fitted with an electric fuse timed to detonate today. If it had 
exploded it would have caused considerable damage. The dis- 
covery of the bomb coincided with a debate in the Hessen state 
parliament over the attempt to publish an overseas edition of the 
Times on April 28-29. On that weekend the printing plant was 
picketed by German printers who said they were determined to 
stop the Times from printing. The Times later managed to prim 
2.000 copies at another press, which was not identified. The 
German printers' union speculated that they were run off in 
Istanbul.

$1.5 billion 
Iraqi-French 
arms deal 


PARIS. May 8 (R) -- Iraq will 
shortly sign a £ 1 .5 billion deal with 
France to buy 100 Mirage F-l air- 
craft and other sophisticated arms 
in exchange for oil. French offi- 
cials said today. 

Defence Minister Yvon 
Bourges is sending a top executive 
to Baghdad to sign the contract 
following talks here with Iraqi 
Defence Minister Adnan Khairal- 
lah Talfah. they said. 

The two ministers drew up a 
final list of planes, tanks, helicop- 
ters, missiles and other weapons 
during their four-day talks which 
ended last weekend, officials said. 

The Iraqis have bought the Mir- 
age F-l, a fasr fighter-bomber 
developed in rhe 1960s, and the 
AMX-30 tank before, but they.nre 
now trebling their purchases, one 
official said. 

The Iraqis are also very 
interested in France's latest com- 
bat aircraft, the Mirage Delta 
2000 which goes into production 
in 1982. he added. 

The Baghdad government has 
already bought 36 Mirage F-l 
fighter-bombers. 100 AM.Y-30 
tanks and 20 Super- Fre Jon and 
Alouctte helicopters. 

Mr. Khairallah and Mr. 
Bourges together with their chief 
military and civilian advisers had 
several working sessions before 
the Iraqi minister flew to Istres. 
southern France, last Saturday to 
watch a flight demonstration of 
the Mirage 2000 aircraft. 

In addition to planes and tanks, 
the Iraqis want to buy French 
speed boats, equipped with near 
supersonic missiles to rival Israel's 
Reshef patrol boats firing Gabriel 
missiles, French officials said. 


Sharaf, U.S. officials 
hold talks on Mideast 

WASHINGTON. May 8 1 Agencies.t-Chief of the Royal Court Sharif 
Abdul Hamid Sharaf met in Washington today with members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee for an exchange of viewpoints on 
the situation in the Middle East and the bases of establishing just and 
comprehensive peace in the area. Sharif Abdul Hamid also discussed 
with them bilateral relations between Jordan and the United States. 

Attending the meetings with Sharif Abdul Hamid was Jordan's 
Ambassador to Washington, Mr. Abdulla Sal ah. 

Sharif Abdul Hamid also met in Washington today President Car- 
ter’s National Security Adviser, Dr. Zbigniew Brzezinksy , with whom 
he discussed bilateral relations and the situation in the Middle East. 

Sharif Abdul Hamid was due to meet in Washington later tonight 
with members of the House Foreign Relations Committee. 

Yesterday, the chief of tbc royal court had a meeting with Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance during which discussion dealt with bilateral 
relations as well as difference over the Middle East peace process 
following the Lsraeli-Egyptian peace treaty, according to Renter News 
Agency. 

An American spokesman said "The Jordanian position is very well 
known and has nut changed.** 

The Jordanian official told Reuters the meeting went well. “We 
reviewed the situation. It was a constructive and frank meeting,” 
Sharif Abdul Hamid said. “Our position is the same and the U.S. 
position is the same.”

FEZ. Morocco, May 8 (R)~ An 
Islamic conference began here 
today amid angiy charges from 
Egypt that it has been wrongfully 
excluded from the meeting. 

The Middle East situation fol- 
lowing the controversial peace 
treaty between Egypt and Israel 
was expected to be the main topic 
at rhe 10th Islamic foreign minis- 
ters conference opened by King 
Hassan in this central Moroccan 
city. 

Officials said a special envoy 
from the conference secretariat, 
Mr. Youssef Sella, was sent to 
Cairo at the weekend to tell the 
Egyptians that a motion calling for 
Egypt’ s suspension would be pre- 
sented to the five-day meeting. 

In Cairo today, Egypt con- 
demned the bid to bar it from the 
conference. A foreign ministry 
statement said Egypt had received 
official word from Morocco that 
the plane carrying its delegation 
would not even be allowed to land. 
There was no immediate con- 
firmation of this from Morocco. 

(The foreign ministry said 
nothing in the constitution of the 
43-member organisation per- 
mitted it to suspend a country.) 

But conference sources said the 
organisation was dominated by 
Arab states and their African 
friends who were determined to 
oust Egypt, in line with resolutions 
at the recent Baghdad meeting,

Thatcher calls cabinet 
to define top priorities 


LONDON. May 8’ (R>-British 
Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, called her cabinet 
together for the first time today to 
lay down the new Conservative 
government’s top priorities. 

The session was described as u 
"bedding-in" meeting to discuss 
broad objectives rather than any 
issue in detail. 

Kreisky retains 
power in 
Austria, to be 
reappointed 

VIENNA. May 8 (R) — Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky’s 
nine-seat overall majority in Sun- 
day’s general elections has been 
cut by two after the counting of 
absentee ballots, the government 
announced today. 

The addition of 130.000 absen- 
tee votes changed the result in one 
region, giving Dr. Kreisky’s ruling 
Socialist Pany 95 seats instead of 
the 96 provisionally credited to 
him. 

The main opposition, the Con- 
servative Peoples Party, picked up 
one more seat to give it 77. 

The Socialists still have a com- 
fortable seven-seat majority over 
the combined strength of the Peo- 
ples Party and the rightist Liberal 
Freedom Party, which remains 
with 1 1 seats. 

The government will resign 
tomorrow, -a purely formal step 
demanded by the constitution, 
be fore being reappointed by Pres- 
ident Rudolf Kirchschlaeger. 


The 22 cabinet members only 
took up their posts last Saturday 
night and Mrs. Thatcher sum- 
moned them to settle the par- 
ticular aims of her early months in 
office. 

There was little doubt these 
would include sweeping fiscal 
measures shifting the basis of tax- 
ation. and the strengthening of 
Britain’s armed forces. 

Chancellor of rhe Exchequer 
Geoffrey Howe has already 
started preparatory work on the 
budget which, is expected to cut 
taxation on personal incomes and 
put more duty on goods. The date 
of the budget has not been named 
bur it is expected within a month. 

During the campaign, Mrs, 
Thatcher — stem critic of Soviet 
militarism -- also pledged she 
would waste no time beefmg up 
British defences. 

Her foreign policy debut comes 
on Thursday when West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt has 
dinner and talks at 10 Downing 
Street The Chancellor and former 
Prime Minister James Callaghan 
both Socialists — conferred fre- 
quently and the visit was arranged 
before last week’s general election 
toppled Mr. Callaghan from 
power.

Israel used the American-made 
bombs, which scatter shrapnel 
grenades over a wide area, during 
its invasion of southern Lebanon 
last year. This was criticised by the 
United States as a contravention 


of conditions under which they 
were supplied. 

The latest air raids started on 
Sunday when six people died 
under a hail of bombs and rockets 
in a village in northern Lebanon. 

Israel said the target had been a 
Palestinian "terrorist base", but 
government officials in Beirut said 
the victims were all Lebanese 
civilians who had been attending a 
wedding party.

on bases Inconclusive 

ANKARA, May 8 f R ) — A special envoy of President Carter left 
today after inconclusive talks with government officials on the future 
of U.S. bases in Turkey. 

Turkish Premier Bulent Ecevit said after meeting the envoy. 
Deputy Secretary of State Warren Christopher, that the U.S. had still 
not responded to Turkish demands for the continued use of the 
bases— including economic and military conditions. 

Mr. Christopher had four hours of hard bargaining with the Turk- 
ish premier after flying in last night. A further hour of unscheduled 
talks today appeared to reflect disagreement over the Turkish 
demands. 

President Carter, who sent a special message to the Turkish pre- 
mier through Mr. Christopher, is anxious to obtain a solid agreement 
on the U.S. bases, including the setting up of rwo sophisticated 
scanning stations, to encourage Congress to approve the SALT II 
accord with the Russians. 

Mr. Ecevit gave no details today of Turkey’s conditions for full 
reopening of the U.S. bases. But he said earlier Turkey expects more 
U.S. help in overcoming its desperate economic plight. He said 
President Carter's message to him promised that the iT.S. would do 
everything in its power to speed up international economic aid. being 
worked our by ihe Organisation of Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD.) 

Turkish sources said the Ankara government was, in addition to 
economic assistance, demanding a five-year U.S. commitment to 
provide the Turkish armed forces with military materials to increase 
their defence capabilities within NATO.

"Everyone knows that Israel is 
the cause of the Palestinians' 
tragedy through their dis- 
placement from their land." he 
told reporters. 

"Any solution for this crisis 
which does not provide for a just 
solution of the Palestinian peo- 
ple's case through ensuring their 
legitimate national rights cannot 
serve as a proper Middle East set- 
tlement." 

Dr. Hoss also rejected a 
demand by Mr. Begin that the 
30.000-strong Arab Deterrent 
Force (ADF) must leave Leba- 
non. He said: "Israel has nothing 
to do with the presence of the 
ADF.. .This force will remain in 
Lebanon as along as needed, and 
Lebanon is still in need of it." 

The future of the force, which 
intervened to end a 1 9-month civil 
war in October. 1 976. is expected 
to be discussed during a meeting 
between Lebanese President Elias 
Sarkis and Syrian President Hafez 
Al Assad in Damascus next week. 

Dr. Hoss last night condemned 
Mr. Begin's offer of pfcace talks, 
coupled with the continuing air 
raids, as blackmail in its ugliest 
form. 

The English-language Beirut 
daily Ike summed up Lebanese 
reaction to the Israeli leader’s 
speech with a cartoon today. Jr 
depicted Mr. Begin manning a 
field gun on the Lebanese border 
and inscribing a shell with the 
words: "Make low. not war." 

The Syrian government news- 
paper Tishrin said the offer was 
the beginning of an Israeli- 
Egvptiun conspiracy to undermine 
Arab opposition to their peace 
treaty. 

As wur-wcary residents of 
Lebanon braced themselves for 
further air strikes, the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council was due to hold pri- 
vate talks on a Lebanese gov- 
ernment request to give more 
power to a 6.000-strong U.N. 
force (UNIF1L) in the volatile 
border region near Israel. 

The force is charged with help- 
ing the government to restore its 
authority in the area, but it has 
been firmly resisted by Israeli- 
backed militias which control a 
strategic bell of territory along rhe 
border.

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The plot thickens 

THE ISRAELI strategy for annexation and domination of 
the Arab lands surrounding the putative state of Israel 
becomes clearer every day. That strategy has. of course, 
received just the boost it needed from the "peace" treaty 
with Egypt, which had the calculated effect of subduing and 
neutralising Israel's western flank and depriving the Arab 
common from of its vital Egyptian element. 

Having thus secured the surrender of Egypt, the 
American-Israeli strategy (for that can only be what it is) 
now moves on to its next phase, in feeble.. disintegrating 
Lebanon. While his planes blast to bits civilian targets in 
Palestinian areas of Lebanon. Mr. Begin extends an "olive 
branch of peace" to a Lebanese government singularly 
lacking in authority over its own territory’. 

Nothing is concealed in this Israeli Stratagem: Mr. 
Begin specifies that the only solution to. the Palestinian 
"problem" is to transport all the Palestinians- in Lebanon to 
Saudi Arabia. Syria. Iraq and Libya, where." they can be 
settled and looked after by their oil-rich Arab brethren. 
This monstrous scheme dovetails nicely with the plot to 
grant "autonomy" to the Palestinians living in the ter- 
ritories of the West Bank and Gaza, where Israel plans to 
remain in military occupation. It also promotes one of the 
aims of the entire Camp David plan: that of exporting 
Palestinian nationalism across the length and breadth of 
the Arab World in order to "destabilise** the Arab oil- 
producing countries whose petroleum resources the indus- 
trialised world seeks to control. 

Lest the import of all this be lost on anyone, let us 
recap: "peace" with Egypt has permitted the Israelis to go 
after the Palestinians in Lebanon: the world has sat idly by 
while Nobel peace laureate Begin has reconstituted his 
aggression against Lebanese territory, carving out a mini- 
state there under a renegade Lebanese army officer who 
has brought southern Lebanon into the Israeli sphere of 
influence. Now a “peace offer" is extended to Lebanon, in 
hopes of subduing that front in order to go after Syria (and, 
with-it, Iraq). Meanwhile,-the provision of ! '*PaIestinian 
autonomy** in the West Bank, even while Jewish set- 
tlements are dramatically increased there, is meant to per- 
petuate and strengthen the Israeli hold orithe occupied 
territories, whence Israel can have a go at* Jordan. 

If the plan were to work. Israel would achieve its 
ultimate aim of “regaining" the part of eastern Palestine of 
which it feels it has been deprived, and of building a Jewish 
state from the Nile to the Euphrates. 

Such a concept used to be regarded as a fantasy. It is 
increasingly clear how Israel, fortified by the gains it has 
won- thanks to Camp David, intends to make it a reality. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL AA'I TUESDAY lashes out at the Secretary General of the 
Lebanese National Liberal Party (NLP) Mr. Doty Chamoun, for 
threatening to declare an independent state in Mount Lebanon, 
and notes that Chamoun’ s threats coincide with the continuing 
Israeli attacks on south Lebanon. 

The paper also attacks Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin’s invitation to Lebanese President Elias Sarkis to meet with 
him to sign a peace treaty. The paper says that rtus invitation is 
limed to coincide with the escalation of military operations by the 
Israeli army and with dubious moves by Israeli agents in Mount 
Lebanon. 

The paper further says that in view of the cucrent situation, 
Lebanon has two options before it: either to submit to Israeli's will 
and “commit suicide in Begin's way," or to overcome its worries 
and “superficial problems ' 1 and unite with Syria. 

Stressing that Lebanon is passing through a critical phase, the 
paper calls on the Lebanese authorities to "make a historic deci- 
sion before it is too late." 

Commenting on the same subject. AL DUSTOUR says that 
Israel's aggressions on South Lebanon, the rebellion of Saad 
Haddad, and the threat by Dory Chamoun to establish an inde- 
pendent state in Mount Lebanon are all means of wielding pres- 
sure 6 n Lebanon to force it to sign a separate peace treaty with 
Israel as Egypt had done. 

Affirming that Chamoun's threats coincide with Begin’s 
threats against Syria, the Palestinians und Lebanon, the paper 
says it is evident that the Camp David formula, is now being 
brutally applied to Lebanon. 

The paper adds that Israel is now betring on what it calls the 
"time factor", and is preparing to deal a blow to the Arab states 
before they have a chance to build up their strength. 

Stressing that the LLS. and the Llnitcd Nat ions, a re both aware 
of the Israeli plans, the paper inquires whether the LbN., the 
Soviet Union, the EEC and the Islamic states will stand idly by, or 
will they do something to restrain Israel?

NCC ratifies law prohibiting 
middleman sales to military 


AMMAN, May 8 — The National 
Consultative Council (NCC) yes- 
terday ratified a provisional law 
prohibiting middlemen and any 
other person from purchasing, 
importing or selling arms, spare 
parts or ammunition to the Jor- 
danian armed fotces. 

The law, amending that for 
middlemen, stipulates that any- 
one trading as a middleman 
should register his name in the 
register for that purpose at the 
Ministry qf Industry and Trade. 

The "law ' stipulates .that offen- 
ders of the new law wlD be subject 
to a fine of JD 100. If the offence 


deals with mediation relating to 
the armed forces, however, the 
offender will be sentenced to three 
years imprisonment with hard 
labour, in addition to being fined 
the amount of the commission he ' 
usually charges. The court will 
make an estimate of the fine to be 
imposed if the middleman* s com- 
mission is not known. 

The government justified its 
action on the basis that eliminat- 
ing. ; m idd le me ri'-from importation/! . 
an| : gurchase of weapons for thurv 
armed forces is one of the 
requirements of national security. 


Jordanian-Syrian shipping com- 
pany started its annua] meeting 
here under the co-chairmanship of 
Dr. Yasine and Mr. Suheimat. 

During the two-day meeting, 
the assembly will discuss the com- 
pany's annual report and the new 
budget, the chairman of the com- 
pany's board of directors, Othman 
Lubbadi, said. 

According to Mr. Lubbadi, the 
company has put into operation 
one of the two ships it purchased 
and has recently received. The 
6,300-ton ship, 'Barada', serves 
Jordanian and Syrian foreign 
trade as it transports goods bet- 
ween western Europe and the east 
Mediterranean region. 

Another ship, the ‘Yarmouk*, 
will be delivered to the company 
before the end of the year. Further 
purchases of ships by "the company 
depends on the results of a current 
feasibility study on the subject 
being carried out by a British firm 
and expected to be completed in 
one and a half months, Mr. Lub- 
badi added.

AMMAN, May 8 (J.T.)-May 8 is 
International Red Cross Day. The 
Red Cross has been active in aid- 
ing Arabs under Israeli occu- 
pation. The following is a report 
by the International Committee of 
the Red Cross (ICRC) on its- 
actriws in support of tire victims 
of the occupation during 1978. 

Humanitarian activities for the 
Arab population of the territories 
occupied by Israel have for several 
years been an important facet of 
ICRC action. ICRC delegations in 
Israel and the occupied territories 
(16 delegates and 35 locally 
recruited staff), in Egypt (two 
delegates and six local employ- 
ees ), in Jordan (two delegates and 
six local employeesjand in Syria 
(one delegare and four local 
employees) have for years been 
carrying out traditional protection 
and assistance operations. 

In 1978, as in previous years, 
ICRC delegates regularly visrttd 
14 prisons in Israel and cbe 
occupied territories, in which 
some 3,000 Arab civilians are 
detained on remand, on adminis- 
trative order or after conviction. 
Each month they distributed fruit 
to all these detainees and to sev- 
eral hundred they also supplied 
some articles of summer und 
winter clothing. The ICRC also 
paid for books and magazines and 
for a number of medical pros- 
theses (artifical limbs). It organ- 
ised bus transport to enable an 
average of 2,700 people each 
month to visit their detained rela- 
tives. The cosl of this assistance 
amounted to 335,500 Swiss francs 
(about S57S.-000) 

Following an agreement 


reached with the Israeli 
authorities in December 1977, the 
delegates made 1,280 visits to 780 
civilian Arab detainees under- 
going interrogation. 

The Central Tracing Agency in 
197S forwarded 13,000 messages 
between separated families, 
mainly detainees and their rela- 
tives living in Arab countries. 

In addition, the ICRC sent to 
Gaza and the West Bank large 
quantities of milk powder and 
cereals donated by the EEC and 
the Swiss Government: 1,824 tons 
of flour, 740 tons of rice. 550 tons 
of skimmed milk powder and 280 
tons of butte roil. To Jordan it sent 
100 tons of skimmed milk powder 
and 662 tons of flour. To Syria it 
sent 130 tons of powdered whole 
milk. 

The ICRC organised Travel for 
many people between the 
occupied territories and Arab 
■countries. In the U.N. buffer zone 
in the north of the Sinai. 33 such 
operations took place, enabling 
14,627 people to go from Gaza to 
Cairo or in the opposite direction. 
Most of these people were stu- 
dents registered in Egyptian uni- 
vet's it ies, others were people going 
to visit relatives. 

On the Golan Heighrs six such 
operations enabled ten families 
(52 people.) to reunite and a 
number of students to go to or 
return from Damascus university. 
Between the West and the East 
Bank Qf the Jordan, ten people 
crossed the river in each direction 
last year under ICRC auspices.

Israeli pounds (IL) per capita. In 
Nazareth this was about IL 
1 ,800*1 ,900 per capita. In fact the 
true figure: that is, the unofficial 
figure, is only IL 1,500, which is 
only 25 per cent of the average for 
the country. 

b. The ordinary approved budget 
for Nazareth Municipality cun be 
compared with that of other 
municipalities as follows: 


4. Even with such a meagre 
budget, several ministries delay 
their payments to the mun- 
icipality, forcing it to take Joans 
and to pay a high interest rate 
-which in some cases reaches 75 
per cent. 


5. Loans in dollars and in Israeli 
pounds are given to all 
municipalities in Israel except 
Nazareth. Wc have noticed how 
municipalities obtain loans to 
solve their financial problems 
whicb resuit from inflation and 
high wages. Bur we regret to say 
that the Nazareth Municipality 
cannot obtain such loans.

c. Development budget year for 
1978/79: Tlie development 
budget for Nazareth for this year is 
only IL 6.5 million. This is of 
course a very low and humiliating 
budget compared with other 
development budgets of smaller 
towns. In those towns the 
development budgets of smaller 
towns. In those towns the 
development budgets are ten 
times as much as ours. It may be 
recalled that until Feb. 22, 1979 
we had not received even one 
pound from the development 
budget. 

2. Usually we prepare the budget 
on the basis of our experience of 
the previous year whether nuesms, 
of expenditures or revenues". 
However, (luring the past few 
years the Israeli Interior Ministry 
has followed a policy in which it 
raised the revenues in an unrealis- 
tic manner and reduced spending 
in order to reduce the deficit in the 
budget which would otherwise 
have to be met by grants from the 
government. The unrealistic 
increase in revenues in 77/78 was 
about IL 12 million. This year it 
reached about IL 15 million. 


3. Municipal taxes in Nazareth 
account for about 20 per cent of. 
the budget, which is one of the 
highest ratios in the country. 
While the general or arnunah tax 
in Nazareth is about 12 per cent, in 
Tiberias, for example, it is 4 per 
cent, despite the fact that in 
Nazareth there are no sources of 
revenue such as factories and 
workshops. The town’s area is 
very limited and a large part of the 
land under municipal control is 
the property of churches and 
religious endowments (awqaf) 
which are legally exempt from 
paying taxes.

(Haifa overdrew by about IL 40 
million. It owes the banks about 
IL 130 million). Nazareth Mun- 
icipality has the right to an over- 
draft of IL 4.25 million but in 
practice its overdraft do not 
exceed IL 800,000 because banks 
do not give us more. We maintain 
that this is not accidental. Banks 
.seem to be instructed to follow 
such a policy to create difficulties 
for the municipality. The budget 
and financial affairs of NazaTeth 
municipality reflect injustice and 
prejudices in numerous fields 
which are difficult to enumerate 
here. 


7. Tax Collection : The ratio of col- 
lected raxes is not only one of the 
greatest in the countiy but is also 
very high compared to our expec- 
tations. This ratio however is 
trimmed because officials at the 
Ministry of Interior report 
unrealistic figures. Below are 
some figures:

8. Municipal Employees: The vol- 
ume and standard of services 
rendered by the municipality 
depends on the personnel avail- 
able.

b- The ratio of employees to the 
population is as follows: 

Nazareth : One employee for 
every 100 citizens 

Jerusalem: One employee for 
every 22 citizens 

Td Aviv: One employee for 
every 17 citizens 

Haifa: One employee for 
every 16 citizens. 

c. It is estimated that the average 
ratio of employees to citizens is 16 
to 22. The ratio climbs to 30 ar the 
most for each employee. Nazareth 
therefore is entitled to four or five 
times as many employees as it has. 
It is absurd to speak about an 
inflated administration in 
Nazareth. 

d. Further aspects of this dif- 
ficult situation are: 

i- In Nazareth Municipality only 
four employees work in the edu- 
cation department, ail in one 
room. In Upper Nazareth the 
number of education employees is 
23, 18 of whom are clerical 
employees and five for mainte- 
nance. In Nazareth the number of 
pupils is 15,000 and in Upper 
Nazareth is only 3,000. 

ii- Nazareth Municipality is only 
allowed two engineers; other 
towns can have more. 

iii- There are only four employ- 
ees in the tax collection depart- 
ment. This is the lowest number 
among all municipalities. 

9. Vehicles and Machines: 

a. No municipality can carry out 
its duties without vehicles and 
machines. 

b. The vans and vehicles at 
Nazareth Municipality are vety 
few and outmoded. They break 
down very often. The vehicles in 
the engineering department are 
fewer Stan those owned by the 
smallest contractor. 

c. We view with concern the 
number of vehicles in the health 
department. The -vehicles are not 
enough to collect ■ the garbage^ 
from the streets of the town. 

We have explained the situation 
to the Ministry of Interior so many 
times. We have asked for funds to 
buy the necessary vehicles and 
machines to meet our minimal 
demands in the municipality’s 
engineering, water and health 
departments. 

The above mentioned facts and 
data are only part of our dif- 
ficulties and toe serious crisis we 
face because of the Interior Minis- 
try's approach and the policy it fol- 
lows in dealing with Nazareth 
Municipality. We will therefore be 
grateful to you for any con- 
tribution you make in support of 
the sincere struggle of Nazareth 
Municipality for a proper and 
realistic budget and for your help 
to bring about a change in the 
attitudes of the Interior Ministry 
and the other ministries towards 
Nazareth Municipality so as to 
secure equality in budgets, loans 
and grants. 


TWO DELUXE FLATS FOR RENT

AMMAN, May S — "Up-io-daie 
information from all over the 
wo rid" is being presented at toe 
FAO Regional Seminar on 
Rainfed Agriculture in the Near 
East, according to one of its 
organisers, Mr. Abdullah Arar. 
He told the Jordan Times that the 
papers contributed by the par- 
ticipants are “to show what each 
country is doing in this field." 

The conference, meeting for six 
days at toe University of Jordan 
gymnasium, is hearing and dis- 
cussing papers on topics ranging 
from crop production, farming 
systems, soil and water con- 
servation and rangeland man- 
agement to socio-economic fac- 
tors involved in improving agricul- 
tural production in toe region. 

Because water, or the lack of it. 
is the most important factor in 
agriculture in the Near East, the 
seminar’s subject is vital. Rainfed 
agriculture refers to agriculture 
using land which is not irrigated 
and therefore is dependent on 
rain. Mr. Arar, who is based in 
Cairo and is an expen on land and 
water development for FAO 
(Food and Agriculture Organ- 
isation of toe United Nations), 
stressed that countries of the Near 
East can use agricultural technol- 
ogy and techniques developed 
outside the region, but must come 
up with their own ways to utilise 
the technology. 

He said that at toe conference, 
"we are emphasising very much 
that government policy with the 
power of implementation be 
enacted to alleviate toe disparity 
between toe standard of life 
enjoyed by people in high rainfall 
areas and those in low rainfall 
areas:" The pricing policy for 
agricultural products must be reg- 
ulated so that formers can afford 
to use proper land and water man- 
agement practices. For instance. 


food reserves should be kept 
available for livestock rather than 
overgrazing being allowed to take 
place. 

Another participant in the con- 
ference. who didn't want to be 
named, said that in developing 
countries planners separate the 
technological side of agricultural 
development from the social side. 
It is. unfortunately, an attitude 
generated in academic circles in 
the West, he continued, and has 
been transmitted to the Near East 
by graduates of western uni- 
versities. 

An illustration of the impor- 
tance of considering socio- 
economic factors when planning 
agricultural development was 
given by another conference par- 
ticipant, who noted that a recent 
housing scheme for farmers in a 
Middle Eastern country failed 
completely because the people 
had not been involved in toe 
design of the housing. The families 
refused to live in the housing 
which had been built for them by 
the government. Provision for pri- 
vacy. space for farmyards and the 
arrangement of the housing all 
. met with disapproval by the peo-

If proper management techni- 
ques are used, Mr. Arar said. 100 
millimetres of rain annually is 
enough to support rangeland. Up 
to 90 per cent of winter rain is not 
conserved, it runs off and is lost to 
agriculture in our region, he said. 

With planned water distribution 
and other conservation measures, 
the loss can be reduced con- 
siderably. he continued. 

The conference participants 
plan to make a field trip on Wed- 
nesday morning. In the afternoon 
they will resume their pre- 
sentation of papers. The con- 
ference ends at noon on Thursday. 

Another three-day conference 
sponsored by FAO.* to begin on 
May 12. will examine land and 
water use in the Near East. Mr. 
Arar said that the present con- 
ference will pass recom- 
mendations on to the following 
conference for their con- 
sideration. 

Participants in the current con- 
ference arc from Jordan, Syria, 
Iraq. Lebanon. Cyprus. Algeria, 
India, Botswana, Libya and sev- 
eral western countries.

U.N. official slams 
Rhodesian attacks 
on refugee camps 


ARUSHA, Tanzania, May 8 (R)--The United 
Nations High Commissioner for Refugees has con- 
demned Rhodesian raids on refugee camps in some 
black African states. 


Mr. Paul Hartling told a refugee 
conference in this northern Tan- 
zanian town: “1 cannot adequately 
express my revulsion at the loss of 
innocent life or the way in which 
refugees in Angola, Mozambique 
and Zambia, have, time and again, 
been attacked. 

“But we can certain that the will 
of Africa, of the liberation move- 
ments and of the refugees, will not 
be broken. And I would like 10 say 
in the clearest terms that you can 
count on our every effort in the 
humanitarian field of our work.” 

Mr. Hartling was talking at the 
start of a ten-day conference on 
the plight of Africa's four million 
refugees which was opend yes- 
terday by Tanzanian President 
Julius Nyerere. 

Rhodesia says its raids into the 
black states are aimed at the 
camps of guerrillas fighting to 


CAPE TOWN, May S (R HSouth 
Africa announced today it was set- 
ting up a national assembly in 
South West Africa (Namibia) as 
part of its internal settlement plan 
for the disputed mineral -rich ter- 
ritory. 

Foreign Minister Pik Botha told 
a press conference the national 
assembly would be made up of the 
50 members of the constituent 
assembly elected last December 
and 15 others co-opted by the 
assembly from “bona fide demo- 
cratic political parties.” 

Mr. Botha said the decision to 
co-opt extra members meant that 
parties who boycotted the 


overthrow the Salisbury gov- 
ernment. It denies attacking 
refugee camps. 

The opening session heard calls 
for more African states to share 
the continent's refugee burden. 

Mr. Peter Onu. assistant sec- 
retary’ general of the organisation 
of African Unity (OAU), said 18 
of the organisation's 49 members 
carried 90 per cent of the refugee 
load. “There is a need for member 
states to share this burden. They 
should open their doors in the true 
African tradition,” he said. 

President Nyerere said some 
OAU states in north and west 
Africa sheltered only a few 
hundred refugees. He suggested 
these states should either provide 
rural refugee settlements or finan- 
cially help those nations sheltering 
thousands of refugees.

President Nyerere told the 
delegates: “The refugee problem 
is not getting smaller. This con- 
ference has to deal with a con- 
tinuing problem and one which 
will not go away by itself if we do 
nothing.” 

He said refugees should never 
be sent back to the country they 
had fled. “When a tyrant demands 
a refugee on the grounds that be or 
she is a cirminal, there is no jus- 
tification in humanity for sur- 
rendering the person. 

“Nor when a refugee offends 
against the laws or security of the 
host country is there any excuse 
for returning him to countries like 
Smith's Rhodesia, apartheid 
South Africa or Amin 's Uganda.” 

He said the refugee should 
either be dealt with in the host 
countiy or expelled to another 
refuge. 

U.K. firm 
allegedly 
‘hijacks’ 
helicopters 
out of Iran 

LONDON, May 8 (R)~A British 
aircraft firm has secretly hijacked 
out of Iran 1 1 jet helicopters it had 
on contract to the Shah to prevent 
them from being nationalised by 
the new revolutionary gov- 
ernment there, the Daily Express 
said today. 

London-based Bristow 
Helicopters saidit felt the Bell 212 
helicopters, valued at $20 million, 
it had in Iran were in danger of 
being seized by the Ayatollah 
Khomeini government, the paper 
reported, so “Operation Sand- 
storm" was devised. 

The operation’s first step was 
dispatching a team of engineers 
and a Boeing 747 jumbo jet to 
Dubai. 

Next, the Express said, secret 
orders were sent to Bristow pilots 
in Shiraz and Abadan to trick Ira- 
nian guards and air controllers to 
permit the helicopters to take off. 
The pilots “dune-hopped” the 
helicopters to the Gulf and then to 
Dubai. 

In Dubai, they were dismantled 
and loaded aboard the 747 for a 
flight to Luxembourg, where they 
were then transferred to truck and 
taken by road and cross-channel 
ferry to Britain. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment on the story from Bristow 
Helicopters. The paper gave no 
specific time for the hijack oper- 
ations, and said only it was some- 
time after March.

Carter: U.S. must minimise 

nuclear power requirements 

WASHINGTON, May S (R)--Fresident Carter said yesterday 
■ United States nuclear power plants must continue to operate, but 
he promised to steer the country towards alternate energy sources 
and conservation measures. 

Mr. Carter told organisers of an anti-nuclear demonstration, 
which drew at least 65,000 people to Washington on Sunday, that 
he was confronted with a difficult problem, and he reviewed the 
steps being taken to meet it. 

President Carter told the organisers of the rally, which was 
dubbed the “May 6th Coalition”: "As you Know, I ; m faced with 
the present situation which requires a careful addressing of a 
difficult problem. 

“The city of Chicago, for example, derives half of its total 
electricity from nuclear power plants," the president said. “It’s 
out of the question to pre-eraptorilv shut down all of the nuclear 
power plants in this country.” 

”We do, however, want to shift toward alternate energy sup- 
plies and also a strict conservation commitment to minimise the 
requirement for the use of nudear power,” Mr. Ca rter added. 

Mr. Carter told the rally organisers, representing 90 groups, 
that the president commission which he appointed following an 
accident at Pennsylvania’s Three Mile Island nuclear power sta- 
tion would be "producing a report without delay which will be of 
interest on a world-wide basis.” 

He also noted international efforts to control weapons-grade 
plutonium, which is produced by certain types of nuclear reactors, 
such as the Clinch River breeder reactor in Tennessee. "We’ve 
been fighting ever since I’ve been in office to kill the Clinch River 
breeder reactor, which would lock us into a plutonium society.” 
he said.

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EEC meetings to 

discuss trade , aid, 
farm modernisation 

BRUSSELS, May 8 (R)— Common Market foreign and agricul- 
ture ministers bold separate meetings today for talks. on trade and 
aid and farm modernisation within the C ommunit y. 

Britain's new Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington and Farm 
Minister Peter Walker, appointed over the weekend following the 
Conservative Party victory in Tbrusday’s general election, will not 
be present. But they are expected to attend informal talks in 
France in the coming week! 

Neither of today’s meetings is expected to produce major deci- 
sions. Much of the foreign ministers’ time will be devoted to the 
terms the nine will offer 57 African, Caribbean and Pacific (ACP) 
countries in a new trade and aid pact. 

The farm ministers will discuss how to modernise the wine- 
growing industry and a scheme to stabilise earnings of EEC potato 
growers. 

Relations with Turkey, Japan and Romania are on the foreign 
ministers' agenda, as well as the EEC stand at the United Nations 
Conference on Trade and Development (UNCTAD), which 
opened yesterday in Manila. 

Discussion on Japan will reflect the community's continuing 
concern at the size of the country’s trade surplus with Western 
Europe, and the Nine are likely to' urge Tokyo to commit itself to 
more generous foreign aid. 

EEC diplomats believe now is a good time to put pressure on 
Japan, on the assumption that Tokyo will want to make a success 
of the seven-nation summit there on Jane 28-29. The summit is 
between the United States, Canada, Britain, West Germany, 
France, Italy and Japan. 

At today’s meeting, tbe foreign ministers will examine ways-of 
.compensating ACP countries for unsteady earnings from exports 
materials such as copper and rubber. 

The proposals, prepared by the EEC Commission, could run 
into political difficulties among the Nine, but Common Market 
officials hope they can agree in time for tbe May 24-25 ministerial 
meeting here with the ACP countries.

OECD officials meet to find ways 
of reducing dangers to environment 


PARIS, May S (R) — Environment 
ministers of Western indus- 
trialised countries began a two- 
day meeting here yesterday ro find 
ways of reducing pollution and 
other dangers to the environment 
in the 1980s. Without new con- 
trols. they were told, wqrid-wide 
pollution may increase by one 
quarter by 1985. 

The meeting brings together 
ministers from member countries 
of the Organisation for Economic 


Cooperation and Development 
(OECD). 

French Environment Minister 
Michel d’Omano told the opening 
session that it was illusory to 
imagine that lower economic 
growth would result in less pol- 
lution. 

“In fact, environment policies 
make a significant contribution to 
industrial redeployment and can 
contribute to the reestablishment 
of economic balance,” he said. 


Rhodesia’s new black-majority 
parliament meets for 1st time 


SALISBURY. May 8 (R) - 
Rhodesia's black-dominated par- 
liament met for the first time yes- 
terday, with the end of 90 years of 
white supremacy symbolised by 
the vision of nationalist leader 
Abel Muzorewa flanked on the 
front bench by the two top men of 
the old white regime. 

But tbe fragility of the counfry’s 
transition to black rule was high- 
lighted by the boycott of the 
assembly of all 12 elected mem- 
bers of the Rev. Ndabaningi 
Sithole’s Nationalist Party. Mr. 
Sithole claims that last month's 
majority rule elections were 
rigged. 

Bishop Muzorewa, whose 
United African National Party 
won 51 seats in the elections, will 
be formally appointed prime 
minister later this month. 

Yesterday, he sat on the assem- 
bly's front bench, flanked on one 
side by outgoing Premier Ian 
Smith and on the other by Foreign 
Minister P.K. Van Der Byl. 

The assembly was meeting in 
special session to elect eight 
whites from the 50 whites in the 
old parliament. Another 20 white 
seats were decided by a vote 
among Rhodesia’s European 


population. 

In the new parliament there will 
be a total of 28 whites and 72 
blacks. In the old assembly there, 
were 16 black members and 50 
whites. 

Lawyers for Mr. Sithole’s Zim- 
babwe African National Union 
(ZANUl, are working on a pet- 
ition to be lodged with the 
Rhodesian high court later this 
week listing allegations of what 
the party calls “Gross irre- 
gularities” in last month's polling. 


The major report before the 
ministers, who come from West- 
ern Europe, North America, - 
Japan, Australia and New -Zea- 
land, said the 24 OECD members 
had often been able to absorb the 
cost of environment programmes 
over the past decade. But they 
were no longer to do so. 

The impact of such programmes 
on productivity and profitability 
henceforth would be “important 
in a period when investment and 
productivity are cnidal to an 
acceptable rate of economic 
growth," it said 
In the absence of new controls, 
there could be a rise of between 
ten and 25 per cent in pollution- 
between now and 1985, it added. 
One document presented to 
ministers dealt with ways of 
including environmental concerns 
in decision-making. 

Tbe document said .that jaws 
should be strictly enforced, the: 
public consulted and the envi- 
ronment studied to bring concern 
for the environment to bear upon 
the dedsion-making process at the 
earliest possible stage. .

Increase in oil prices reported for Iraq, 


BAHRAIN, May 8 (R)-Iraq. 
Indonesia and Oman have 
increased their oil prices, a well- 
informed oil industry journal 
reported yesterday. 

The Nicosia-based Middle East 
Economic Survey (MEES) said 
Iraq acrually raised its prices twice 
in four days— by 20 cents a barrel 
effective from May 1, and by a 
further 40-50 cents a barrel effec- 
tive from May 5. 

Indonesia raised it prices by 
between 50 cents and $1 a barrel 
from May 1. This surcharge was 
roughly $1.25 a barrel for 
Sumatra light and 51.75 a barrel 
for the higher quality crudes, the 


journal said. 

Oman also raised its oil prices to 
SI 7.50 a barrel, effective from 
April 1, from SI 4.96 a barrel set 
on Feb. 15, MEES reported. 

MEES said the indicated level 
of surcharge would be something 
like S2 JO a barrel, the highest in 
the Gulf area. The price of Oman 
crude has now moved sub- 
stantially ahead of the prices for 
other comparable Gulf crudes, the 
journal added. 

Iraq and Indonesia belong to 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
while Oman does not.

Eastern Europe is now so much in debt 
to the West that nearly ali the countries 
of the Communist Bloc are haying to 
change their enonomic plans. Some of 
■them are even turning to Western 
methods.

LONDON— Frankness prompted 
by the need for a $500 million 
syndicated Euroloan recently 
caused Poland, Eastern Europe's 
most indebted countiy, to reveal 
that it will have to pay out more 
than half its hard currency earn- 
ings this year simply in interest 
and repayment charges on a con- 
vertible currency debt of just over 
$15 billion. 

It is not alone. Eastern Europe 
as a whole was in the red, as it 
were, to the tune of around $47 
billion ar the end of 1978, accord- 
ing to the usually conservative 
estimate of the United Nations 
Economic Commission for 
Europe. 

All is not necessarily gloom 
behind the Iron Curtain, for 
although sights are no4 mostly 
lowered well below the high 
targets of the 1971-75 five-year 
plans, the ECE's prediction of 4.4 
per cent growth in real gdp there 
. this year is still higher than the 3 J 
per cent forecast for Western 


Europe. 

But this is to a large extent the 
problem. The lower industrial and 
national income growth targets set 
for 1979 by all Eastern European 
Co me con countries except the 
Soviet Lfoion, Bulgaria and 
Romania are made necessary 
largely by the unbalancing effect 
of sharp growth in the earlier years 
of the decade, while the West was 
undergoing substantial deflation 
and oil and raw materials cost 
rose. 

Eastern Europe hoped to 
finance its growth, sucking in cap- 
ital goods from the West, by 
means of boosting exports there. 
But sluggish export growth and 
high import levels have led to the 
build-up of almost universal trade 
deficits with the West—which are, 
more than the varying levels of 
debt, the real culprits of the cur-, 
rent troubles. 

There are other factors: slow 
growth of late by the Soviet 
Union; labour shortages; 
deteriorating ratios of output to 
investment and structural prob- 


lems of inefficiency in both indus- 
try and agriculture. 

Poland has made it clear that it 
will need to continue borrowing 
for some time to come. However, 
Western anxiety about Poland's 
ability to keep up with debt . 
charges, along with the tendency 
towards stiffer terms on the loans, 
has made the Poles take sharp 
action. 

Steps to curb imports have been 
under way for some time. 1977 
saw a 12 per cent drop in imports 
from the West and a seven per 
cent rise in exports there, halving 
the deficit to $1 billion, accord ing 
to West Berlin's German Institute 
of Economic Research. 

The target for overall growth in 
1979 is 2.8 per cent— halved from 
last year 1 s (unfulfilled) target, and 
a far cry from the average of 9.7 
per cent in 1971-75. Investment 
and imports are both to be lower, 
with the emphasis on exports and 
squeezing the most out of existing 
plant 

The Western banks’ willingness 
to lend a further $500 million and 
perhaps slightly more is a vote of 
confidence in Poland’s ability to 
move into externa! trade surplus 
by 1981, and continue with sur- 
pluses thereafter. 

But there are . problems. In 
January Mr. Piotr Jaroszewicz, 
Poland's premier, said that drastic 
cuts in imports from the West had 
hindered pro'duction.in many fac- 
tories. Investment in transport has 
been cut, which may affect the 
energy programme needed 
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
